It has recently been learned that ALEKSEY ISIDOROVICH 
kULAK had been awarded the Soviet Union's decoration "Hero of 
the Soviet Union" medal. KULAK was awarded this honor for^. 
his participation and activities during World War II. 


While KULAK was employed at the Soviet Mission, 
he worked on the eighth floor and was involved with the SIS. 
kulak's tenure in the US was at least ten years and probably 
longer. However, his tours of duty were split up. This was 
not considered unusual in KULAK 's case because often times 
d^ lomats are assigned to a post for a lengthy period of time.
